None of the prior art of record, either alone or in combination, including the 
references listed in the information disclosure statement filed on 8/9/2010 suggest or 
teach inverting an annular, planar clip with radially outward pointing tines to form a clip 
with radially inward pointing tines and subsequently heating the clip in its inverted 
configuration to cause the clip to become austenitic. The prior art further neither teach 
nor suggest providing a clip precursor comprising tines that point radially inward, 
compressing the clip precursor such that the tines are pushed closer together, 
austenitizing the clip, and quenching the clip precursor to retain the austenite and 
produce a clip. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
